U.S., Soviets laud Vance 


WASHINGTON IUPI». - The 
resignation of Cyrus V.ance aa 
secretary of state was lamented 
yesterday by members of Congress 
— and some Soviets — as the depar- 
ture of a. cool-headed negotiator 
who brought a stabilising force to 
what many saw as the 
government's erratic foreign 
policy. 

"From tho standpoint of world 
perception, I think It will be another 
black eye for President Carter ... 
The appearance of a key adviser 
leaving a sinking ship/' said 
Representative Edward Derwluski, 
RepubUcan-nilnols. a member of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of 
the House of Representatives. 

One source said the resignation 
was also widely regretted by many 
members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. Us chair- 
man. .Senator Frank Church, 
Democrat-Idahu. was out of town 
and could not be reached im- 


niudtately for comment. 

Sol Linowiu, Carter’s special en- 
voy to the Middle East, said Vanee 
was a "highly successful" secretary 
of state who would be "greatly mis- 
sed."

The U.S. administration has ap- 
parently notified the Israel Foreign 
Ministry that it is not happy with 
the monitoring genius of Tei Aviv- 
based journalist Michael Gurdus. 
During the recent American 
attempt to rescue the Toheran 
hostages, Gurdus provided the 
Israeli public with faster and mors 
accurate information about what 
was going on — and what was going 
wrong — than many senior U.S. of- 
ficials were getting.

Vance quits; Mideast 

policy will not change

WASHINGTON.— Secretary of 
Stale Cyrus Vance’s surprise 
resignation la not expected to 
have any Immediate Impact on 
l‘.S. policy toward the Arab- 
Israeli conflict, senior Carter 
administration officials said 
yesterday. 

They insisted that President Jim- 
my Carter's persona! represen- 
tative to the Palestinian autonomy 
negotiations. Ambassador So! 
Lincwitz, would continue In his non- 
stop efforts to toy io conclude those 
talks before the May 26 “goal" es- 
tablished one year ago. 

The new acting Secretary of 
State. Warren Christopher, as well 
as the ether candidates who might 
succeed Vance — including 
Ltnnwitz h:mseif — could be ex- 
pected tc continue the thrust of the 
Carter administration's policies in 
the Middle East. 

In addition to Lino wits and 
Christopher, who served under 
Vance as the No- 2 mar. in the State 
Department, other possible 
successors include national securi- 
ty adviser Zbigniew Brzeainskl. 
White House counsel Lloyd Cutler 
and the U.S. Ambassador to Bri- 
tain. Kingman Brewster. 

Vance resigned yesterday “with 
& heavy heart" because he hod op- 
posed the President's decision to 
try a military rescue of the 
American hostages in Teheran. 

Vance’s letter of resignation was 
dated Apr!' 21, four days before the 
ill-fated mission. White House and 
State Department officials said the 
secretary would have quit even !f 
the operation had succeeded. 

"Because you could not support 
my decision regarding the rescue 
operation in Iran, you have made 
the correct decision to resign," 
Carter said in a handwritten letter 


to Vance accepting the resignation. 

Administration officials disclosed 
that Vance was not present during 
the April IX meeting at the White 
House when Carter gave the initial 
go-ahead for the military action. 
The secretary, who was on vacation 
x Florida, had sent Christopher to 
represent the State Department at 
the meeting. 

CBS News reported last night 
that Christopher did not Inform 
Var.ce of the presidential authoriza- 
tion for the minion until April 14. 
when Vance returned to 
Washington. The secretary 
reportedly was furious and went to 
the White House to meet with 
Carter, who called for another 
National Security Council meeting 
the next day. April 13. 

But at that meeting. Vance was 
soundly overruled by Carter and 
the other senior foreign policy ad- 
visers who were urging the presi- 
de.*:: to attempt the rescue. Six days 
iater. on April 21. Vanee submitted 
his resignation. 

It was clear that Vanee resented 
what he considered shoddy treat- 
ment. especially by Brzezinski, 
whose differences with Vance have 
been well known for several 
months. 

Meeting briefly with reporters 
yesterday. Vance discouraged 
other State Department officials 
from resigning. But reports quickly 
began circulating In Washington 
suggesting that several other senior 
officials might follow the 
secretary's example. 

Among those are spokesman 
Hodding Carter: the assistant 
secretary for human rights, Pat 
Dorian — who is Hodding Carter's 
wife; counsellor Matthew Nimetz; 
the assistant secretary for African 
affairs. Richard Moose; and the 
assistant secretary for Far Eastern 
Affairs. Richard Holbrooke. 

Ail those officials were brought 


Into the State Department by 

Vance. 

There was no indication that the 
assistant secretary of state far 
Near Eastern affairs, Harold 
Saunders, might leave. Saunders 
has served In successive U.S ad- 
ministrations since that of John, 
Kennedy. 

Israeli Ambassador Ephraim 
Evron spoke by telephone yester- 
day with Vance, expressing Israel's 
regret ever his departure and its 
appreciation for his efforts in the 
past several years to achieve the 
C.imp David agreements and the 
Israeli-Egyptian peace treaty. 

Evron also relayed a formal 
letter expressing these sentiments 
from Foreign Minister TitzhaV 
Shamir to Vance (3egin. and Dayn 
— page 1). 

Jr. his letter of resignation, Vane* 
Included the Camp David accords 
and the peace treaty as among 
those "major steps" achieved dur- 
ing the Carter administration. 

Ever since the November -t 
takeover of the U.S. Embassy in 
Teheran. Vance had strongly 
recommended against any military 1 
action to try to free the hostages. 

"! know how deeply you have 
pondered your decision on Iron," 
Vance wrote In his April 21 letter to 
Carter. "I wish I could support you 
in !t. But for the reasons we have 
discussed, I cannot." 

The resignation represents 
another severe setback to Carter's 
efforts to win re-election in 
November. 

Carter's political supporters con- 
ceded that Vance's departure, com- 
ing on the heels of the failed rescue 
mission, could weaken Carter's 
chances for turning back Sen. 
Edward Kennedy's challenge for 
the Democratic Party nomination 
and the subsequent race against the

Ramallah 
angered by 
JDL visit

Four Arabs were injured — one of 
them by gun shots — during a clash 
between troops and demonstrators 
in Ramallah yesterday, after 
Jewish Defence League extremists 
distributed leaflets ln the town call- 
ing on the local population to 
emigrate. 

Last night, military government 
sources confirmed that they were 
looking for Kahane who apparently 
defied an order earlier ln the day 
not to enter the city. 

Life was back to normal in 
Ramallah and EI-BIra yesterday 
morning after four days of tension 
and protest following last Wednes- 
day's window smashing by settlers. 

But towards noon, tension grew 
and shops began to close as 
rumours circulated that Rabbi 
Meir Kahane and some of his sup- 
porters intended presenting 
Ramallah Mayor Karim Khalaf 
with a petition demanding that he 
resign and leave the country. 

Military government sources 
said that Kahane had been stopped 
at a roadblock at the entrance to the 
town earlier In the day and warned 
that he would be detained if he con- 
tinued. The army did not know If he 
had managed to sneak ln any other 
way. 

But his supporters did drive 
through the town in a pick-up truck, 
distributing leaflets and 'posters in 
Arabic urging the local Arabs to 
leave the land of Israel. 

A crowd of between 500 and 800, 
according to local estimates, 
gathered round the municipal 
building, some armed with sticks. 
At about 3 p.m. they began to 
march towards the local bus sta- 
tion. and it was then that troops ad- 
vanced to break up the demonstra- 
tion. 

The soldiers used tear gas and 
clubs, and fired warning shots in 
the air. One young demonstrator 
was wounded by a bullet and Is be- 
ing treated In Hadasffah's Mount 
Scopus Hospital, where a 
spokesman described his condition 
as not serious. Three other people 
are being treated locally. 

Eleven people were detained. 

In East Jerusalem the commer- 
cial strike went into its third day, to 
the surprise of many observers. On 
Sunday, two East Jerusalem 
papers carried announcements 
from local political figures urging 
residents to go back to work, but 
the apparently spontaneous protest 
in the city has continued. 

MDitary gov’t 
denies harassing 
Hr Zeit detainees

The military government is 
holding eight students from Bir Zeit 
University, north of Ramallah — 
six of them detained over two 
weeks ago — but denies that they 
are being forced to work in military 
government headquarters in the ci- 
ty. 

Attorney Felicia Langer, who is 
representing the students, alleged 
last night that two of them — 
Mohammed All Khaled and Ahmed 
Zakut — were detained at a 
roadblock in Bir Zeit last Saturday 
and taken to mi litary government 
headquarters in Ramallah. 

The two students told Langer that 
they had been forced to clean out 
latrines and cut grass and said that 
they had been manhandled by the 
troops. The eight students have not 
yet been questioned and have not 
been told why they _ are being 
held. Langer said. 

A military official last night con- 
firmed that the eight students had 
been detained and are still being 
held. But he dismissed as 
'■nonsense” the allegations that 
they were being maltreated and 
forced to work. 

“As far as questioning goes, we 
have our methods and we do not 
have to follow Mrs. Langer's 
timetable.” the official rejoined.

Republican hopeful — most likely 
Ronald Reagan. 

A small number of congressmen, 
led by Rep. Henry Reuss of Wiscon- 
sin, have called on Carter to drop 
out of the presidential contest 
because of the aborted rescue 
operation. 

At this stage, that would seem un- 
likely. 

Vance was originally scheduled 
to meet today with visiting Israel 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman, 
who is due to meet In the afternoon 
with President Carter following 
morning discussions at the Pen- 
tagon with Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown. 

Efforts were under way yester- 
day to try to arrange a meeting for 
Weizman with Christopher before 
the minister's scheduled departure 
for Israel later In the evening. Weiz- 
man cut short his original plans to 
stay in the U.S. until the weekend. 

Like Vance, Christopher, 54 years 
old, is a lawyer who worked ln the 
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Justice Department during the 
Johnson administration. Since 
becoming deputy secretary of state, 
he has not taken a very active role 
In the Arab-Israell conflict — leav- 
ing those matters mostly to Vance 
and to Assistant Secretary 
Saunders. 

But Christopher was the chief ad- 
ministration lobbyist ln Congress 
during the controversial 1978 
"package" sale of 00 F-15 fighters to 
Saudi Arabia. After a bitter fight 
with pro-Israel members, the 
Senate eventually approved the 
sale, and White House officials said 
they were impressed by 
Christopher's performance. 

As acting secretary, Christopher 
can be expected to defer many im- 
portant Middle East decisions to 
Saunders and other long-time "ex- 
perts" ln the department. 

Vance was generally respected In 
Washington, but In recent months 
his Increasingly public feud with 
national security advisor Brzezlnskl 
and other White House officials 
eroded his perceived ability to con- 
duct the nation's foreign affairs. 

He accepted personal respon- 
sibility for the Ill-fated March z anti- 
Israel vote at the UN. which was 
later partially repudiated by Presi- 
dent Carter. Vance, however, was 
known to have believed that U.S. 
support for the resolution had been 
justified given Washington's consis- 
tent opposition to new Israeli 
settlements ln the territories. 

Vance had taken a very active 
role In Arab-Israell peace efforts 
ever since joining the administra- 
tion in January 1977, when Carter 
took office.

In meetings today with Carter, U.S. defence officials 

Weizman expected to win jet engine rights

WASHINGTON. — Defence 
Minister Ezer Weizman Is expected 
to emerge from meetings today 
with U.S. President Jimmy Carter, 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
and other senior U.S. officials with 
a firm U.S. commitment to allow 
Israel to co-produce the Jet engine 
for Israel's planned new fighter, the 
La vie. 

Two months ago, Israel con- 
firmed that It was going ahead with 
plans to produce the new genera- 
tion warplane Instead of continuing 


its earlier efforts to win co- 
production rights from the U.S. to 
manufacture a new American 
fighter such as the F-18. 

Since then, U.S. officials bave^ 
made it clear that they would not 
oppose allowing Israel to co- 
produce the General Electric 404 
engine, slated for the La vie. 

Weizman has been one of the 
leading advocates in Israel of a new 
Israel-made plane, rather than 
seeking co- production rights for the 
F-18. Israeli officials had concluded 
earlier this year that the U.S. was 


unlikely to extend such full co- 
production rights in any case. 

In addition to working out the 
"technical data kit,” for the Lavle 
and other related matters, 'Weiz- 
man is also expected to discuss to- 
day other Issues, Including the 
situation in Lebanon and the 
autonomy negotiations. 

He is scheduled to spend the mor- 
ning at the Pentagon and later at 
the State Department, where he 
will probably meet with acting 
secretary Warren Christopher. In 
the afternoon, he Is due to see 
Carter at the White House. 


Police nab TA man with 
heroin , LSD, methadone

TEL AVIV. — A "well-known” 35- 
year-old criminal was arrested at 
noon yesterday, after a chase, for 
possession of drugs worth some 
13300,000, police said. 

The suspect leapt out a window 
when police entered his second- 
floor apartment. They found traces 
of heroin on the living room table. 

According to an official police 
source, the suspect was holding a 
plastic bag in his hand, and when he 
jumped, he broke through the 
asbestos roof of his downstairs 
neighbour's kitchen and ended up- 
on the kitchen table. 

Police say he recovered from the 
fall immediately and started run- 
ning again, but was caught less 


than 200 metres away, with 200 
grams of heroin, LSD tablets and a 
large quantity of methadone. 

The Jerusalem Post learned that 
a special narcotics squad appointed 
by the central unit had trailed the 
suspect for a few days, after police 
intelligence Indicated that he had 
received drugs for sale to pushers 
in his neighbourhood. 

The team, headed by Pakad 
Menahem Yefet, set a watch on the 
home of the suspect, who was dis- 
charged from prison about a year 
ago after serving a term for armed 
robbery. 

The police team decided to. enter 
the" apartment- yesterday because 
th4 suspect's clifenta ha'd hof arriv- 
ed. and the detectives feared that 
their presence may have been dis- 
covered. 


Ministry official held 
for smoking hashish 

NAZARETH (Itim). — The District 
Court here yesterday turned down 
an appeal by Lenny Randtch, an 
Education Ministry supervisor 
suspected of smoking hashish with 
high school students from the 
regional school at Kibbutz YifaL He 
had appealed a lower court’s deci- 
sion to remand him in police 
custody. 

Of the 100 students questioned, 
about 30 said they had tried hash or 
smoke it regularly. Police say they 
are not opening files against the 
smokers and will let the school deal 
with the matter.

Shamir slams W. Europe at staff briefing

Israel proposes to transfer to the 
autonomous Palestinian authority 
some 80 per cent of the powers and 
responsibilities now held by the 
military government In the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. Foreign 
Minister Yitzhak Shamir said 
yesterday. 

In his first briefing for top 
ministry staffers since taking office 
three months ago. Shamir said he 
was hoping for "serious progress" 
at the resumed autonomy talks due 
to open In He rzlly a tomorrow night. 
The May 26 deadline was not to be 
seen as a cut-off date, be said, but 
rather a date by which it was hoped 
that sufficient progress would be 
made to justify further 
negotiations. 

Shamir had harsh words. for the 
Western Europeans’ role. Their ef- 
forts to gain recognition for a 
Palestinian right of self- 


determination were undermining 
the Camp David peace process, 
creating groundless expectations 
among Arab hardliners, and dis- 
couraging Arab moderates from' 
joining the process. 

"We do not understand how one 
can support Israel and support the 
PLO at one and the same time." 
Shamir said. The trouble was that 
"Europe does not know the true 
PLO." The organization's 
representatives in European 
capitals appeared cultured and 
reasonable, while the true face, of 
the PLO was shown here in the 
region — as at the recent rejec- 
tionist conference in Tripoli, Libya. 
There, the PLO spokesmen had re- 
jected any solution based on 
Resolution 242 — even if amended 
— while In Europe they create the 
false impression that all they seek 
is a change in the resolution. 

It was by the merest chance. 
Shamir noted, that the Kingdom of 
Jordan was not actually called 


Palestine. King Abdullah had toyed 
with the idea — but had been dis- 
couraged by a British official who 
said that name would smack of 
colonialism. 

Prior to this briefing, Shamir 
made a point of meeting individual- 
ly. and beyond the call of daily af- 
fairs. with all his ministry's senior 
staff. Ministry officials say they 
find him warm, pleasant and atten- 
tive. In this respect, they say he is a 
welcome change from Dayan, who 
was sometimes curt and impatient, 
and whom some frankly feared. 

But ministry old-timers say they 
have not yet seen In Shamir the 
kind of original policy-thinking that 
could recapture for the Foreign 
Ministry a position of independence 
vis-4-vls the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice. 

Shamir has also made a point of 
inviting each of the ambassadors 
accredited to Israel to meet with 
him personally during his 
"rurmlng-ln" period. 


Gov’t won’t close El At loss may be $50m.

The El A1 management predicts a 
deficit this year of between S23m. 
and S33m.. while economists in the 
Ministries of Finance and 
Transport think It will be S50rn. But 
in any case there is no intention of 
closing down the national airline. 

This emerges from the discussion 
in the economic cabinet yesterday, 
at which Avrahm Shavit. chairman 
of El Al's board of directors, 
reported on his retrenchment 
programme and made a strong ef- 
fort to persuade the ministers not Lo 
liquidate the company. 

Because two of Its five members 
were absent (David Levy and 
Zevulun Hammer, the latter being 
In Switzerland), the committee 
decided to defer Its decision. 

Jeweller shot dead 

ASHDOD (Itim). — The owner of a 
jewellery store in Ashdod's com- 
mercial centre was shot to death in 
the early evening yesterday, ap- 
parently when he tried to resist a 
robbery. 

Police said the man. 54 and the 
father of a "large family,” had 
opened the store recently. 

The robber, who was masked and 
armed with an Uzi submachine 
gun. escaped ln the direction of the 
sea. Two men who were apparently 
waiting for him in a parked car also 
escaped, police said. 


Shavit said that economy 
measures had saved the airline 
549m. so far this year. Its losing 
trend had been halted, and the steps 
taken in the last three months to in- 
crease efficiency had put the com- 
pany on the road to profitability, 
Shavit asserted. He was confident 
that further efficiency could be In- 
troduced. He said that, among 
other things, 1.004 employees — or 
26 per cent of the total — had 
resigned, retired or been dismissed 
in the last three months. 

. Shavit told a press conference ln 
Tel Aviv that the conflicting predic- 


tions of El Al's losses were based on 
the differing forecasts of fuel prices 
and charter profits by the tourism 
and the transport ministries. 

As ked w hy Finance _Mlnister 
Ylgael Hurvitz has said that the 
retrenchment programme was in- 
complete, Shavit said he did not 
know. But he himself expressed dis- 
appointment with El Al's manage- 
ment which, he said, had not In- 
itiated changes and had evinced 
apathy. Certain groups of workers, 
notably the air crews, still did not 
appreciate the airline’s precarious 
position, Shavit said.

METULLA. — An infantry force 
from Major Sa’ad Haddad's Chris- 
tian militia raided the village of 
Haniya. south of Tyre, early yester- 
day morning and captured a 
number of terrorists. 

En route, the mlUtia men crossed 
the lines of the Dutch UNIFIL con- 
tingent. 

A Haddad spokesman yesterday 
said that the force had blown up the 
home of a viUager who had been 
aiding the captured terrorists. 

The raid followed last Friday's 
murder of a young Shi’lte near 
Haniya. The murdered youth 
belonged to the Amal group, which 
maintains close connections with 
Haddad. 

The spokesman also said that 


UNIFIL troops in the region made 
no attempt to Interfere with the 
militia force, and that the force had 
encountered no opposition. 

Tension continued high In South 
Lebanon between UNIFIL and the 
militia. Haddad said yesterday in 
Marjayoun that If General Em- 
manuel Erskine does not dissociate 
himself from what Haddad has call- 
ed the "baleful accusations” made 
against him by the Irish govern- 
ment. he wlU break off all relations 
with the UN force. 

Haddad Is particularly angry 
with an Interview that the Irish am- 
bassador to Lebanon gave to the 
paper "Monday Morning." In which 
he described Haddad as a 
Frankenstein. “A new threshold 
has now been crossed, and UNIFIL 
means business," the envoy said. 


UNIFIL nations 7 ministers to meet on Friday 


DUBLIN (Reuter). — Foreign 
ministers of the 10 countries with 
troops ln UNIFIL will meet ln 
Dublin on Friday, the Irish govern- 
ment said yesterday. 

Ireland proposed the meeting 
after two of its soldiers with the UN 
force were killed by gunmen on 
April 18. 

The Irish government wants a 
review of the conditions under 
which the UN force works. The 10 
countries supplying troops for the 
6,000 member force are France. 
Italy, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Nepal, Senegal, Fiji, Ghana, 
Ireland and Nigeria. 

In Luxembourg, Ireland yester- 
day won backing from its eight 
European Common Market 
partners in condemning attacks on 


UNIFIL. 

A communique Issued at the end 
of a Common Market summit here 
yesterday denounced the attacks 
and demanded that UNIFIL "be 
permitted to carry out in full its 
mandate from the Security Coun- 
cil." 

Turning to the wider Arab-Israeli 
dispute, the communique 
reiterated the nine Common 
Market leaders' belief that only a 
comprehensive. Just and lasting 
settlement can bring true peace to 
the Middle East. 

The Nine are instructing their 
foreign ministers to submit a report 
to their next summit in Venice in 
June on what role the community 
may play ln helping achieve a solu- 
tion.

the communications traffic — and 
the loss of communications at cer- 
tain critical times,” he said, "was 
that the whole thing seemed like a 
tremendous mess to me.” 

Gurdus is something of a 
phenomenon in Israeli journalism. 

He learned his trade at an early 
age, having been weaned on 
teleprinters and radios. His late 
father, Natan Gurdus, was a 
monitor for “Ha'aretz" and a Jour- 
nalist with AFP after arriving In 
Israel from Warsaw (where he was 
saved by a British colleague when 
the "writing was on the wall"). __ 

' The younger 13uraua~has greatly 
expanded his listening capability, 
and constantly gives Kol Yisrael 
world scoops. His first really im- 
portant piece of information was in 
1970, when he casually mentioned to 
a military correspondent that he 
had picked up radio traffic that the 
Russians had Initiated a massive 
airlift to Egypt. The journalist Gur- 
dus shared this Information with 
was Ze'ev Schiff of '"Ha'aretz,” 
who stunned the .them Commander:: 
of military intelligence, Altai 
Aharon Yariv, by asking a question 
on the report at a press briefing. 
Gurdus had inadvertently become 
privy to information still classified 
as ultra-secret In Israel. 

Gurdus. by Archbishop 
Makarios' own testimony, saved 
the Cypriot president's life when 
Makarios was forced to flee after a 
coup. From his hiding place on the 
island of Paphos, Makarios used a 
small transmitter to call for help. 
He was sure his call would not be 
heard, but Gurdus heard him and 
put into motion the wheels which 
eventually led to his being saved by 
the British. 

He was also the first to know that 
an Air France plane — the eventual 
target of the Entebbe rescue opera- 
tion — had been hijacked. 

By far hds biggest scoop until last 


week was the German 1977 
Mogadishu operation, in which a 
special anti-terrorist unit was dis- 
patched from Germany to free the 
hostages being held in a Lufthansa 
aircraft ln Somalia. Gurdus picked 
up the unit's progress In Izmir and 
remained tuned in to every stage of 
the operation, providing listeners 
here with a blow-by-blow account. 

Then, as now with the Americans, 
the German government lodged its 
official displeasure over the radio 
monitor's eavesdropping. At the 
time Gurdus was criticized for hav- 
ing “let the cat out of the bag," 
possibly jeopardizing the operation 
and endangering the hostages. He 
had provided the information to 
Israel TV as background, to allow 
them to get ready for a special 
broadcast when it was all over; but 
the news director overruled him 
and put the story on the air. 

This time Gurdus took no 
chances: the fact that one of the C- 
130s had crashed he kept to himself 
until it was possible to publish the 
information without causing con- 
- sternation in the. U.&.. • . 

. How exactly Gurdus manages to 
plug into where it is all happening 
at all hours of the day and night 
remains a mystery to ordinary 
mortals. He never seems to miss a 
■beat, and is always there. He is 
nonchalant about it all, claiming 
that it is a mixture of technology 
and intuition. Whatever, his track 
record — ln terms of getting the 
public into those places the 
bureaucrats and policymakers 
would rather keep in the shadows — 
has kept the protests coming. The 
one from Washington is the latest 
example. 

Gurdus is sensitive to the inter- 
national repercussions of his work, 
but yesterday was still buoyant, as 
any journalist would be, about this 
latest addition to his already con- 
siderable collection of world 
scoops.

The difficulty In calculating the

waiting to see who comes out on 
top, or their loyalties are so fluid 
that they may toe expected to switch 
allegiance several times before the 
final showdown at the convention. 
One party pundit summed It all up 
by saying: "We have now reached 
the fish market stage. Everyone 
will be wheeling and dealing now, 
and for several days nothing will be 
clear." 

But this did not prevent the sides 
from making confident 
pronouncements about their own 
strength, or from evaluating the 
weakness of the other side. 

The Ehrlich camp said that the 
best Moda'i can hope for when the 
dust settles Is the backing of a third 
of the delegates.

Hundreds of Cuban refugees drown in storm

KEY WEST, Kforfda. - Hundreds 
of Cuban refugees were feared 
drowned yesterday after a flash 
storm hit their flotilla of tiny craft 
in the Florida Straits, capsizing or 
disabling dozens of vessels. 

. One targe fishing boat carrying 
jjbout 200 Cubans sent out ‘Mayday' 
signals on Saturday night, which 
wpre received by three separate 
vessels; but since then nothing 
more has been heard of it. 

A Coast Guard helicopter pilot 
reported sighting eight capsized 
boats with no sign of survivors In 


the water. 

A Coast Guard spokesman said 
the cutter Ingham was homeward 
bound with 18 battered small craft 
trailing behind It. while Lhree 
frigates were towing in 12 other dis- 
abled vessels. 

Darkness and bad weather had 
caused the search to be suspended 
for a time; but more Coast Guard 
cutters set out Sunday night, and 
pinnes and helicopters awaited the 
first light of dawn. 

The sudden storm sprang up out 
of the Caribbean late on Saturday 


and sent winds of up to 78 knots 
from the direction of .Cuba across 
the 145-km. Straits, whipping up 
seas of five to six metres that 
played havoc with the small boats. 

Many of the craft were com- 
manded by inexperienced captains, 
eager to collect the $1,000 fare being 
paid for bringing each Cuban to the 
U.S. mainland. 

In Lima, Foreign Minister Arturo 
Garcia said Sunday that only 900 of 
the original 10.000 Cuban refugees 
remain in the Peruvian Embassy in 
Havana seeking exile. He also said 


flights from Cuba to Peru could 
resume “any minute.” 

He' did not specify, however, 
whether the flights would be via the 
Costa Rican capital of San Jose or 
directly between Havana and Lima 
as demanded by the Cuban govern- 
ment. 

Some 330 Cubans have already 
been flown to Peru, which has 
agreed to accommodate 1,000 of the. 
refugees who Cocked into the mis- 
sion on April 4 and 5. (Reuter, 
UPI)

Scotland Yard on alert for 
attacks by Gaddafi hit-men 


LONDON (API — Scotland Yard's 
anti -terrorist squad braced yester- 
day for more assassination 
attempts against opponents of Li- 
byan strongman Col. Muammar 
Gaddafi in London after he was 
quoted as warning dissidents they 
are “doomed” unless they return 
home. 

. Two Libyans have been shot dead 
in London in the last two weeks. A 
third was killed in Rome earlier 
this month and a London-based 
anti-Gaddafi newspaper editor was 
slain in Beirut several weeks ago. 

• ."We're taking this threat 
seriously.” a Yard source said. He 
declined to say what measures 
British authorities are taking to 
protect scores of Libyan dissidents 
known to be living in London. 

-The slaying of Libyan lawyer 
Mahmoud Abbu Nafa in his office in 
London's Kensington district last 
Friday heightened speculation that 
Gaddafi has- hit-men operating in 
Europe and London in particular. 

Libyan dissidents here identified 
the 40-year-old Nafa, jailed in 
Tripoli before he came to Britain 
eight years ago. as a leading oppo- 
nent of Gaddafi.. 

“His death Is a big setback for 
Os." one commented. “Our people 
hre lying low." 

■ Two Arabs arrested after the 
Nafa killing are still being in- 
terrogated by Yard officers. Three 



Libyans have been charged with 
the slaying of another Gaddafi op- 
ponent. Journalist Muhammad 
Ramadan, outside a London mos- 
que on April 11. 

The third victim was Libyan 
businessman Abdul Geii Aref. He 
was fatally wounded by a gunman 
as he sat sipping coffee in a Rome 
cafe April 19. 

Selim al-Lowsi, editor of the 
London-based Arab news weekly, 
"Al-Hawadese.'' was killed in 
Beirut two months ago while atten- 
ding his mother’s funeral there. 

Gaddafi, reported faced with 
growing unrest at home and" in- 
creasingly sensitive to dissident 
propaganda from abroad, issued a 
"final warning” on Sunday that Li- 
byan dissidents abroad should sur- 
render themselves to Libyan em- 
bassies “as the only chance of sav- 
ing themselves.” 

Gaddafi previously had given the 
exiled dissidents until June 11 to 
return home, but now apparently 
has stepped up his campaign 
against what he called “remnants 
of the previous regime*’ of King 
Idris, overthrown in a revolution on 
Sept. 1. 1969. 

Arab sources in London said the 
spate of killings has coincided with 
a widespread roundup of prominent 
officials in Libya on charges of cor- 
ruption. Some reports reaching 
London said as many as 3.000 per- 
sons have been rounded up.

Zimbabwe’s crime wave 
seen as ‘urban warfare’ 


SALISBURY (AP>. — Less than 
two weeks old, Zimbabwe is being 
swept by a wave of violent crime 
unprecedented since bloody urban 
political clashes in the early 1960a. 

“The people in towns have gone 
bush-happy,” said a harassed 
police officer investigating a score 
of crimes including fatal shootings, 
kidnappings and assaults. "There’s 
no respect for law and order." 

Since independence dawned on 
Britain’s last African colony at 
midnight April 17. police report a 
four-fold escalation In violent 
crime, mainly political, forcing 
them to strengthen armed mobile 
and foot patrols in the cities and 
towns. 

Police blame thugs or rival 
political factions that fought 
February's British-supervised elec- 
tions for much of the lawlessness. 

„ But. they v also cite dissident 4 
governm ent'soldiers arid gueri-i H aa 
of two -armies "that' fought each " 


other for seven years as culprits, 
along with common criminals. 

Most violence Is by blacks 
against blacks despite nine decades 
of political domination over the 
black majority by whites, now a 
quarter million of the country's 7 
million population. 

Most of the victims appeared to 
be supporters of former Prime 
Minister Abel Muzorewa, who was 
trounced by Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe at February elections. 

"Thugs are beating up followers 
of parties that lost out because of 
zeal and revenge,” said the police 
investigator. “The losers are in 
turn ganging up together to hit back 
at their attackers.” 

Mugabe and his white police 
chief, Peter Allum. have ordered a 
crackdown on mounting 
lawlessness, but police privately 
admit difficulty in nailing the 
culprits. 


WASHINGTON (UPI).'— A total of 
22 per cent of the U.S. electorate is 
likely to vote tor John Anderson, 
whose decision' to run as an in- 
dependent presidential candidate 
appears to be taking supporters 
away from U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter, a “Newsweek” poll in- 
dicates. 

The pall, taken by the Gallup 
organization for the magazine, 
showed 22 per cent of -the 610 
registered voters contactedisald it 
was "likely" they would vote, for 
Anderson. 62 per cent -said It was 
“not likely." and 18 per cent were 
undecided. ~. 

The poll was taken April 24 — the 
day Anderson announced he was 
giving up his quest for the 
Republican nomination and run- 
ning instead as an independent, and 
before the aborted attempt to 
rescue the American hostages in. 
Iran. . . 

When asked if they would be 
more likely to support Carter or 
Republican front-runner Ronald 
Reagan without Anderson in the 
race, 47 per cent of the likely Ander- 
son voters said they would support 
Carter, 27 per cent Reagan, and 26 
per cent were undecided.

Wallenberg meeting delayed 


STOCKHOLM (UPI). — Hearings 
scheduled for May 2-4 on the late of 
Swedish diplomat Raoul 
Wallenberg have been postponed 
due to an industrial crisis in 
Sweden, the Raoul Wallenberg 
Association said yesterday. 

Selective strikes by public sector 
workers which began Friday have 
halted all air traffic in and out of 
the country, and local transporta- 
tion in the capital has been dis- 
rupted. 

"I can’t say how sorry I am that 
this happened. As It stands now we 
can't possibly reschedule the 
hearings before the fall," said a 
spokesman for the association. 

Representatives from around the 
world were to gather at the 
hearings to hear witnesses and 
evidence on the fate of Wallenberg, 
who was taken prisoner by the 
Russians in 1945. 


The Russians have said he died in 
prison in 1947, but testimony has 
come in over the decades from 
former prisoners who said they 
either met Wallenberg in prison or 
heard of him. 

Wallenberg was arrested in 
Budapest, where he was attached to 
the Swedish mission in charge of 
ferrying Jews out of Nazi-occupied 
Hungary- His efforts and those of 
his co-workers are credited with 
saving the lives of thousands of 
refugees. 

GANDHL — Five persons whom 
police said conspired in an 
assassination .attempt on Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi were freed 
on ball yesterday by a magistrate 
in Western India, the United News 
of India reported. They each posted 
bail of 8250 and must be in court on 
Thursday.

They 
say early tests show engines using a 
peanut ofi mixture ore subject to 
corrosion and became unser- 
viceable after only 25,000km.

Flying stones and 
your windshield

Insurance is a waste of money till 
you need it. but when you need It. It 
can pay off. 

.. Supplementary Insurance. for car 
windows happened to pay off hand- 
somely, in my case, many times 
over. 

The first three cars I owned never 
sustained any window breakages, 
os it happened. On the fourth, and 
present car, I have already had two 
breakages, in two separate cases, 
both of them apparently pure 
flukes. 

The first time, a stone was flung 
upwards and backwards by the 
front wheel, and penetrated the 
windscreen. The second time, at the 
beginning of this month, a stone 
was flung at the rear window and 
smashed it. It could have been hurl- 
ed by children fooling around, or by 
an adult clearing his garden above 
the spot where the car was parked. 
The rear window cost Just over 
IL5.000. to replace. 

At one time, insurance com- 
panies used to set a limit to the 
compensation for supplementary 
window Insurance. Nowadays they 
arc coming more and more around 
to total compensation, like my own 
company, Hamagen. 

They will not pay for a window 
which has been merely scratched 
or cracked. There has to be total 
penetration, the result of an ex- 
ternal cause. If you break your win- 
dow yourself, you won't be compen- 
sated. The breakage also has to be 
the result of “an unexpected event” 
according to the terms of the policy. 
That may reasonably lead to an 
argument between you and your 
company, in certain cir- 
cumstances. 

One word of caution. After your 
window shatters, and before you 
get it repaired, try and photograph 
the damage, Hut the photo In along 
with your receipt for the repair. It 
will help smoothe the processing of 
the bill. Insurance companies trust 
some of the people oil the time, but 
you may be In a different category. 

On my comprehensive car in- 
surance, I’m still losing money vis- 
A-vis the company, but I suppose 
It’s better that way.

Matr-ring with Mozart, touring to 
La Tritvla!.*., fir merely driving and 
Duaa*.:iit — there’s more to 
"autcSiiund’' today than a little AM 
radio whose .major virtue is its 
ability to tunc in the hourly 
newscast. 

True autos on ml has barely made 
its apyesrsr.ee in Israel. But. as 
with abnost everything rise in the 
world, it :.i certain to arrive or the 
scene here sooner or iaier. 
Meanwhile, what European. 
American and Japanese drivers are 
already enjoying Is sound of a quali- 
ty approaching that of a fair-priced 
living room stereophonic hi-fi. 

Th'-re .ire three keys to top-roleh 
.uitcnaund: n good programme 
•nuiree > radio signal or tape i ; a 
competent amplifier: and good 
speakers, properly placed. A fourth 
extra consists of any of a wide 
range nf accessories that 
ir. ;a .Rin-u!<ate sound in ways that 
compensate for the difference 
between the Interior of a car and 
the •ntcr.or of a concert hall. 

Just as a g-jod FM signal Is need- 
ed tor goad' stereo at home. It is 
needed in a car. AM simply won’t 
dr., and besides which AM is not 
broadcast in stereo. You could 
.spend IS ! .030 for an AM car radio — 
you will never get good autosound. 

Even better than an FM signal to 
a good tape. Recording your own 
tapes wir. not work — unless you 
happen to own a top-grade stereo 
and a top grade tape deck. The 
cheap:? cassettes, sold at the shuk, 
may be worse than you can do at 
home. Unless they’re hot. Actually, 
ihey're probably both rotten recor- 
dings ami either hot or in violation 
of copyright laws. For top 
AUto-sound It is heat to bur the seal- 
ed tape put out by the recording 
com jwr,?. 

The amplifier — usually con- 
tained within the radio or tape 
dock that mounts in the dashboard 
— is the next critical step. The 
average radio or tape deck puts out 
about four or five watts of power. So 
dues the average child's record- 
player. That is, admittedly, enough 
power to fill a car with very loud, 
raucous sound. The guy In the car in 
the lane next to yours, whose radio 
you are listening to, is probably do- 
ing Just that. 


The new units coming on the 
market today are rated at as high 
as :m watts, a respectable ievei 
even fer a good home stereo. Distor- 
tion figures are also low — less than 
: per cent — also equivalent to a 
PM4 home stereo. (The "ear radio” 
may have as much as 10 per cent 
reit: distortion. Anyone buying 
autosound today must carefully 
cheek the manufacturer’s 
i perifications. The distortion figure 
w:!! have a power level associated 
with it. and the power should be 
high, the distortion lowi. 

These new stereos, in contrast to 
the "car radio." often have a se- 
cond part, to be mounted in the 
trunk or any other convenient loca- 




tlor.. Others mount In the dash, but 
take up significantly more space 
than a radio, so extra large holes 
must be cut to mount them. 

Finally there are the speakers, at 
leazt two, often four, up to as many 
as eight ifoar for the high frequen- 
cies, four for the lower tones). 

Two go In the front of the car — 
inside the front doors is a popular 
place. Two more units mount in the 
rear. 

Lots of speakers !s not for lots of 
'.cud sound. 

L/sud is not better. It is simply 
louder. The cheapest radio can be 
turned up loud. Anyone with an ap- 
preciation of music has a definition 
"for that. It’s called noise. 

The trick nowadays is to get 
speakers capable of reproducing 
low -distort! on sound throughout 
almost the entire range of human 
hearing, at reasonable levels for & 
car’s driver and passengers to hear 
:: above the road noise. 

Within the past few years the 
world’s speaker manufacturers 
have finally done that, with sur- 
prising results. Since the volume in- 
side a car to much smaller than that 
In a living-room, the speakers simp- 
ly don’t hare to move as much air 
around to create sound, so they can 
do the Job, yet be much smaller in 


size. Some of the most sophisticated 
are even designed to reflect sound 
off rear windows. 

In a concert hall, or even a house; 
sound takes a finite amount of time 
in reflect back from various sur- 
faces. 

But this "time delay" factor can 
be corrected by various electronic 
devices, almost always sold as yet 
another little box to mount in the 
car. and almost always resulting lj> 
a dramatic improvement ir. sound. 

Even more common these days 
arc devices called equalizers. 
Basically no more than ultra- 
sophisticated tone controls, 
equalizers divide the sound spec- 
trum up into five, or even ten, 
ranges from very low to very high. 

The reasons for them are both 
recording mistakes and the 
difference between the Inside of a 
car or home and a concert ball. The 
upholstery in a car may absorb Just 
one specific part of the sound spec- 
trum. or a station wagon may 
reverberate them. Or only the very 
high sounds may be distorted in 
recording. Or even both only very 
high and very low sounds may be 
affected at the same time, but the 
middle frequency sounds are fine. 
An equalizer can correct for ail of 
those problems, whereas a simple 
treble, bass control can not cope. 

Sounds good. But there’s always 
a catch, and for autosound In Israel 
the catch is the price. The very best 
in autosound can set an American 
back quite a few hundred dollars — 
almost as much as a home stereo.’ 
Perhaps S300 to S*00 to really get 
into the ball game. 

And most of the components 
aren’t on sale here yet. 

But for a true autosound devotee, 
the search for the few shops here 
with such equipment Is worth It. 
Also, since all of the gear to design" 
cd to operate powered by a car 
battery*, it can be ordered from the 
U.S.. or Europe, with none of the 
worry about converting from lZOw 
to 220w or from 50 to 60 cycles. 

As to which company’s equip- 
ment to order, that to up to the in- 
dividual. More than a dozen good 
brands are available, ail carefully 
described in a host of European and 
American stereo magazines, all of 
which carry ads for mail order 
houses which will reliably ship the 
equipment (and at big discounts) 
anywhere in the world.

Post photographer Lester Millman tells you how 
to avoid frustration with the snap shooter. 


YOU'VE HIRED tne hail, arranged 
for the rabbi, incidentally found a 
mate; now your other big and ex- 
pensive responsibility Is to hire a 
photographer. Not just a snap 
shooter, but someone who, without 
insulting your relatives wUI record 
your moment in history for you, 
your children and your 
grandchildren. You should shop 
around for a photographer as much 
os for a dressmaker. 

There are dozens of people with 
cameras who feel they are qualified 
to open a store with the sign 
"Photographer." But just because 
they can take in film for processing 
doesn't guarantee a beautiful wed- 
ding album. 

Approach a number of 


photographers and ask to see their 
wares. Look at friends’ albums. See 
all the wedding pictures, not just the 
big portraits on the wall. Look at 
how the Huppa pictures were done 
— are they In focus, are the faces 
visible, with eyes open? Are all the 
significant moments shown; drink- 
ing wine, the ring exchange, the 
reading of the ketuba, breaking of 
the cup and, of course, the kiss. 
Weddings are formula affairs, 
following a set pattern, so it's hard 
for a good photographer to miss an 
Important picture. 

Look at the portraits: are they in- 
a style that you like? Are they for- 
mal studio work, or informal, done 
on location. If the photographer 
shows you studio work, plain 


background with sophisticated 
lighting, do you want this type of 
picture? If not, can he do informal 
portraits? If his style is not yours, 
then go elsewhere. 

The reception pictures are im- 
portant— these are where friends 
and family are shot, tol M «. the 
group pictures; are they straight, 
are they posed so that everyone is 
ready to be photographed, eyes 
open looking at the camera? 

If the pictures are sloppy, people 
with jackets open, talking with 
cigarettes In their mouths, then the 
photographer just did "grab" shots. 
A photographer must be able to 
relate to the people and ask them to 
stand in a photogenic pose. Even an 
informal group should be ready to 
be photographed. 

Meet the photographer before the 
wedding. He Is going to be with you 
throughout your "big" and very 
nervous day. He must know how you 
feel. If you don’t want to be 
photographed at the Western Wall 
or on the sea shore, tell him before 
you get into a fight In the ear, and 
are late for the reception. If you are 
ordering photography through an 
agency, ask to meet the 
photographer who is going to shoot 
your job. 

The same rules apply regarding 
film or video tapes. While watching 
note if the colour is "real" and 


pleasing to your eye. Is the sound 
' clear? Ask to see a Aim that la to be 
delivered soon, not Just the one Aim 
they save for demonstrations. 

If you want to have a friend do 
your wedding, that's your choice. 
Wedding photography is not easy to 
do well and for the amateur who 
wants to drink and dance, it could 
be impossible. However, here are a 
few- hints. 

Shoot colour negative film, not 
slides. This facilitates ordering 
prints. Negative Aim la cheaper thaw 
slides, so shoot more. When you 
have the film processed by a 
reputable service, order “develop 
only" and later order prints from 
the best-looking negatives. Black 
and white is always less expensive. 

Try and get all the reception 
photography done at one time early 
in the affair. Take a few minutes to 
set up the family and friend shots 
and get them- done before everyone 
goes to the bar. When you pose fbr ' 
the camera, really pose, no ugly : 
faces and hand gestures. Take the , 
film from the photographer, put It in ' 
a safe place and have it processed 
promptly. 

Whether you do it yourself or 
order an expensive "pro," help the 
guy. mis is the most important day 
in your life, so don't make a mess of 
the record, have a sense of the 
historical record you are making. 1

O ME THING which every new Ira- 
ni grant learns very quickly in this 
ountry is not to pack your Diaspora 
alues In your suitcase. Things just 
aren't the same in Israel as they are 
in the outside world. That goes (or 
weddings too. 

Most Diaspora Jewish com- 
munities make a big deal out of a 
wedding. Parents of the bride go 
into hock up to their eyeballs to 
provide a splash which all their 
relatives, friends and acquain- 
tances will talk about for months to 
come. 

The whole atmosphere of a 
Diaspora -wedding" is decidedly 
different. In Australia, where I 
grew up, it was almost unheard of 
for a Jewish bride to hire her wed- 
ding gown or to buy it ready-made 
dff a hanger In a department store 
or a bridal shop. 

If Papa was in the clothing trade, 
he had access to the most exquisite 
fabrics at wholesale price. If not. 
Mama and the prospective bride 
went shopping for magnificent 
brocades, pure silks, ivory satins or 
the finest wools. 

The gown would be made to 
measure by an exclusive 
dressmaker, who was also com- 
missioned to create a stunning out- 
fit for Mama so that she would look 
better than the mother of the 
groom. The same dressmaker was 
responsible for the gowns of the 
matron-of-honour, bridesmaids and 

flowergirls and Papa had to pay 

*nr the lot. plus of course a new suit 
for himself and any brothers the 
bride might have. He also had to 
foot the bill for the wedding in- 
vitations. the chauffeur-driven cars 
for the wedding cortege, the 
hire of the synagogue, the floral 
decorations, the reception in a fan- 
cy hotel... and of course the 
photography. The groom's parents 
took care of the liquor. 

As a prelude to the wedding, the 
young couple's parents hosted an 
engagement party, a huge buffet 
reception to which guests were in- 
vited through an advertisement 
placed in the Jewish press. A guest 
list for the wedding was weeded 
out from those who attended the 
engagement party. Border-line cases 
were determined by the value of the 
engagement gift. 

In between the engagement party 
and the wedding were linen teas, 
kitchen teas, etc. to ensure that the 
bride and groom were completely 
equipped to set up house. 

On the morning of the wedding, all 
.he bridal attendants congregated 
at the home of the bride's parents, 
and a team of beauticians came in 

0 give them facials, manicures and 

1 air-styles. 

At some stage of the day. Mama 
;hecked out the flowers In the syn- 
igogue. which frequently included 
garlands twined around the poles of 
he huppa and huge bouquets placed 
n stands at the entrance to each 
>ew. Then she went off to the recep- 
ion hall to cast an eye over the 
able arrangements and to make 
ist-minute place card changes. 
Occasionally, the religious 
•remony was held at the same 
remises as the reception, but more 
‘ten than not, the synagogue was 
ic scene for the full drama of the 
rcasion. 

Guests were seated In the syn- 
jogue for a half-hour before the 
ride made her entrance, walking 
nwn the aisle on her father's arm 
> the strains of Mendelssohn's 
’edding March or an appropriate 
rwish tune, depending on the 
hims of the musicians. 

Some of the guests waited on the 
/nagogue steps to see her arrive In 
Rolls-Royce or some equally 
egant conveyance. The only decor 
i the outside of the car consisted of 
vo white streamers across the 
.mnet and a small bouquet of 
owers. 

After the ceremony, the bride and 
room wont off with the 
notographers for studio and Idea- 
on shots. 

The guosis converged on the 
'ccption hall and stood around for 


half an hour to an hour in all their 
evening finery, sipping cocktails 
and exchanging small talk. 

At a given signal, they took their 
places and then stood up to applaud 
the bride and groom as the banquet 
manager led them to the head table. 

The menu consisted of at least 
four courses with a choice of three 
different meats and plenty of se- 
cond helpings. Halfway through the 
evening, after all the speeches and a 
good portion of the dancing, 
supper was served, during which 
period the bride and groom changed 
into their going-away clothes. When 
they returned in street attire, all the 
guests formed a circle and the band 
played “Wish Me Luck As You 
Wave Me Goodbye." Moving in op- 
posite directions, the bride .and 
groom traversed the whole, cir- 
cumference. pumping hands, hugg- 
ing and kissing until they met up 
again and were carried shoulder 
high to the elevators, the honey- 
moon suite or the car park. 

Older guests went home and 
younger guests went off to one of the 
late night coffee bars or a night 
club. 

During my seven years in Israel, 
I've never once been to an engage- 
ment party, and rarely have I been 
to a wedding which even hinted at 
the pomp and ceremony of my 
Australian background. 

The first wedding I attended In 
Israel shortly after my arrival, was 
that of a fellow Australian who 
decided to get married in the 
Jerusalem Forest. It was a very 
casual affair, and she and I were the 
only ones in long dresses. In true 
Australian fashion, I'd gone to the 
hairdresser in the morning and my 
coiffure was really out of place 
among the pony tails and trailing 
tresses. 

Because Hanna had always been 
a non -conformist, the impact of an 
Israeli wedding did not hit me im- 
mediately. I though she was just be- 
ing anti-establishment as usual. 

Subsequent Israeli weddings 
made me realize that she had 
mellowed, and that It was only the 
venue which had distinguished ber 
wedding from any other. 

When Danny and I decided to get 
married, he preferred a minimum 
of fuss and bother, and just wanted 
to get the thing over ana done with 
in the Rabbanut. "Find yourself 
another bride," I told him. "I'm go- 
ing to have an Australian wedding." 

Although he's not the least bit 
religious, Danny does share a belief 
with the more observant of the flock 
that It's not the done thing to break 
an engagement, and since we'd an- 
nounced ou^ intentions to all and 
sundry, he opted to give in — at 
least partially. 

Then began the search for a 
suitable venue. As far as Danny was 
concerned, hotels were a waste of 
money, so they were Immediately 
out of the question. All the reception 
halls we looked at were devoid of at- 
mosphere, or alternately gave a 
very cheap impression. By this 
time. I was willing to settle for 
Independence Park, but Danny 
didn't want gate-crashers at the 
wedding. 

Eventually, we agreed upon the 
Spanish Colony, which at that time 
was operating as a non-kosher 
nightclub. 

Danny didn't give a hoot about the 
kashrut. but with my Australian 
Jewish traditions still hovering on 
the surface, I couldn't imagine be- 
ing party to a non-kosher wedding. 
Sammy, the owner of the nightclub, 
and a waiter in the daylight hours at 
Jerusalem’s leading hotels, agreed 
to have the kitchen kashered and 
assured us that we would have the 
best bridal banquet in Jerusalem. 
"I’ve got ail the right connections," 
he told us, and promptly telephoned 
a florist, who at midnight had 
nothing better to do than come and 
talk to us about colour schemes. 

We'd settled the place, the food, 
the flowers and the date. Ail we had 
to worry about were the invitations, 
the photographers, a suit for Danny 
and a dress for me. 

Danny wasn't happy about the 


suit. So many of his friends had 
been married in open-necked shirts 
that he couldn't see why he 
shouldn't do the same. Thankfully, 
his parents have conservative Euro- 
pean tastes and his father took com- 
mand- of Danny’s attire. 

The wedding invitations had to be 
bilingual, but the printer had a 
terrible time setting them, because 
he couldn’t read English. When I 
came to look at the proof, it was 
crawling with mistakes, and it took 
an eternity before the corrections 
were made. 

Not having any previous ex- 
- perienee of- Israeli dressmakers, I 
didn’t dare start to experiment with 
a wedding outfit. I was seriously 
considering asking my mother to 
bring me a dress from Australia 
when I spied exactly what I wanted 
in a little side street boutique. The 
price was quite reasonable and a lot 
less than what the hire enterprises 
were asking. "What do you want It 
for?" the saleswoman asked. "A 
wedding." 

"I'm sorry, you can't have It." 

"Why not?" 

"Because you’ll detract from the 
bride." 

"I am the bride." 

"Oh well, that's different. Let's 
try it on for size." 

Carrying the dress home 
triumphantly, I suddenly 
remembered that I had neither veil 
nor head-dress. Another shopping 
expedition proved frustrating. The 
type of veil I wanted simply wasn't 
available in Israel. 

My friend Roberta, a very 
capable needlewoman, came to the 
rescue. "Just get me the fabric and 
the trimming and I'll makeyou the 
veil," she said. While she cut and 
sewed a beautiful three-tiered veO, I 
put together a lace coronet on which 
to mount it. 

A couple of days before the wed- 
ding, Danny made an Inventory of 
his friends' cars to see which one 
was grand enough to transport his 
bride. Yossi had a new, very sleek 
vehicle and agreed to play 
chauffeur. What he neglected to tell 
us was that he had to be in Haifa on 
the day of the wedding. 

Around lunch time on the day of 
the. festivities, the florist delivered 
my bouquet. Z was mortified. It 
looked cheap and vulgar, with the 
stems encased in silver foil. 

My friend Jenny, a hairdresser 
with many other talents, suggested 
we take the bouquet apart, and 
make another. 

Then at S o'clock, the phone rang. 
It was Yossi. He was stuck in Haifa, 
and wouldn't be back In Jerusalem 
for several hours. For some strange 
reason, the thought of calling a taxi 
company never occurred to either 
Jenny or me. Instead I called 
Roberta wbO'd been my private 
Wailing Wall since toy first week in 
Israel. "Don't worry” she said. “I’ll 
drive you.” 

Thankfully. Roberta had not been 
able to find any balloons with which 
to adorn her car. The four of us piled 
Into her baby VW and set off for the 
five-minute journey. 

In true Australian style, the bride 
was one of the last to arrive — but 
everyone was having such a good 
time, that hardly anyone noticed 
she was there 

After the formalities, we weren't 
whisked away for any photos. The 
photographer was more Interested 
in the food. True to Ills promise, 
Sammy had provided the best, and 
kept up a steady flow all night. There 
was no need to jostle and grab as is 
the usual custom here. There was 
enough food to feed an army. 

The older guests congregated 
around tables In the restaurant. The 
younger ones sat in the nightclub, 
where they could also dance If the 
fancy took them. The children 
scampered about In the courtyard 
and along the upstairs barricades. 

Nearly all the females wore even- 
ing dresses, and many of the men 
came In suits. Hardly anyone wore 
jeans. 

It wasn’t exactly an Australian 
wedding — but It wasn't an Israeli 
one cither. 


AFTER EATING the hors 
d’wHrrvH and the entree, a wed- 
ding guest found that she had no 
room for the main course of comlah 
hen. 

Nachman Kupletzky, the "cater- 
ing consultant" who always scouts 
the hail to make sure that everyone 
is happy, discovered that she had 
no appetite and asked the caterer in 
the kitchen to wrap up the hen In 
aluminum foil and present it to ber. 
"What?" the caterer asked in- 
credulously. "If she doesn't eat it, 
we can use it for someone else and 
make a profit." 

Kupietzky wrapped up the bird 
himself and presented it to the 
guest. She was so astonished that 
she took the boxed hen to every 
table and recounted what had 
happened. "Soon, eve ry body in the 
hall knew what I had done." he 
recalls with satisfaction. "They 
remembered me for years." 

At another wedding banquet, 
Kupletzky noticed that a pregnant 
woman had left her food untouched. 
"I really would love some ice 
cream.” she confessed. He hurried 
to the kitchen, found some pareve 
Ice cream [even though it wasn't on 
the menu), covered it ("so all the 
guesta wouldn't suddenly ask for 
some") and served her. 

The 42-year old Kupietzky In- 
vented his specialty after running 
catering operations at hotels In Bat 
Yam, Sdom, Herzliya and. 
Jerusalem since 1973. When he 
came on aliya before the Yom Kip- 
pur War, he brought with him 20 
years of expertise in catering in 
Brooklyn, and the 42 years of work 
In the field by his parents before 
him. 

He w^ls Immediately distressed 
by the level and ethics of catering in 
Israel. "Every Torn, Dick and 
Harry is a caterer In Israel." he 
told me sadly. 

Firstly, ""the wedding halls are 
terrible. There are .never enough 
chairs: the menu from bo re has to 
stewed fruit is usually tasteless and 
boring: and you can never be sure 
thal you're getting what you pay 
for." 

Kupietzky. was also repelled by 
the talking and disorder during the 
wedding ceremony itself; the 
eating and drinking before and dur- 
ing the hupa: the fact that the 
ceremony rarely starts on time. 

He also quickly identified all the 
possible schemes and tricks by 
which caterers took advantage of 
clients. The practice of grinding up 
leftover chicken from previous 
weddings to make borekas for 
another wedding — as disclosed a 
few months ago by TV's 
"Kolbotek" — "exists, but I don't 
think it's so widespread, except at 
the cheapest establishments," he 
maintains. It probably is common 
for some caterers to consolidate the 
contents of partly used juice and 
liquor bottles and serve them at 
another "affair" (Kupietzky's 
American, favourite expression for 
a party, bar mitzva or wedding 
celebration) — charging the un- 
- suspecting client for new bottles. 

There are more subtle ways of 
turning a dishonest profit. "Sup- 
pose a family of five arrive late at a 
banquet. They of course want to ait 
together, but the empty seats are 
scattered around the hall. The 
caterer says he has to open a new 
table — of 10 — for the latecomers, 
and charges for all 10 meals.” 

Another way is to prepare 200

Wedded to 
his work 

Israel's only 'catering consultant' talks to Judy 
Siegel about the intricacies of his job. 


desserts for a wedding banquet for 
300, trusting that 100 will bave left 
by the time the last course is 
served or will be busy dancing 
anyway. "The family," notes 
Kupietzky, "are so busy with the 
guests and being happy that they 
don’t notice anyway. And when 
they leave, the guests' all tell them 
it was ‘very nice’." 

Kupietzky, a graduate of Yeshiva 
College t"MK Yehuda Ben-Meir 
and I went to school together") and 
the Teachers' Institute of New 
York's Yeshiva University, decided 
that he could make a business of 
defending the client, renting 
attractive-looking banquet equip- 
ment and acting as all-around 
"banquet contractor." 

About three years ago. he started 
his firm, Kay Caterers [at 18 Rehov 
Sirkin in Tel- Aviv. tel. 03-288736? 
and at 17 Rehov Shahar in 
Jerusalem, tel. 02-537585). Some 
clients who hire him (Kupietzky 
charges a fee that is 10 per cent of 
the cost of the “affair" with a 
minimum of IS750) give him a free 
hand. Others go with him to the 
caterers, and accept his 
recommendations on where to hold 
it, what will be served, how the hall 
will be decorated and a hundred 
other details. 

In the case of the table for 10 that 
is set for a latecoming family of 
five, Kupietzky would see to it that 
the clients are charged only for 
what they get. If there are five emp- 
ty seats elsewhere, he would insist 
that the extra table not cost 
anything extra. 

How do you get an Israeli wed- 


ding to start on time? "In many 
cases, primarily when It involves a 
very Orthodox affair, it starts late 
because the rosh yeshiva doesn’t 
arrive on time.” Kupietzky's 
solution: invite the rabbi to come 
an hour earlier than the starting 
time, or send a private car to his 
home to pick him up. 

How do you get Israelis to be 
quiet during the huppa t Set out 
enough chairs for everyone, and 
don’t put any food on the table until 
after it's over. "People behave 
better when there is order and 
somewhere to sit-" 

Kupietzky “hates'’ bottles on the 
tables. Instead, he insists on 
pitchers of juice that can be refilled 
( this can also prevent waste and the 
refilling of bottles, he says) and 
sends a portable bar around to each 
table with wines and whisky so each 
guest can drink what he wants. 
"And if people want something to 
drink before the ceremony, you can 
always set up a small bar on one 
side." 

During the main course, 
Kupietzky checks for empty seats. 
"If 50 of the guests don't turn up, I 
insist that the waiters go around 
and ask people if they want 
doubles." 

If the caterer refuses to follow 
Kupietzky's orders, the catering 
consultant takes his business 
elsewhere. 

Kupietzky also rents chairs, a 
lovely huppa consisting of a prayer 
shawl and white veiling, enough 
silver-plated flatwear for nearly 
• 1.000 people, silver serving pieces 
and samovars, dried-flower 


arrangements: chafing dishes, 
long-alommcd goblets, plastic 
punch bowls that look like cut 
crystal: cloth napkins and lacy 
tabic skirting. All dishes and uten- 
sils arc kosher, he says. 

With the cost of weddings and 
other affairs so expensive in Israel 
Loday fa minimum of IS25 per plate 
In hails and $20 apiece In hotels), 
Kupietzky recommends that people 
organize their ximhus themselves. 
"They can buy prepared food, rent 
the chairs and equipment from me. 
I can even provide the waiters.” 
Do-it-your-acifing can cut the cost 
by 50 or 80 per cent. 

Asked about the Gerer Rebbe's 
order to his hassidim to have only 
modest weddings. Kupletzky notes 
that many of the rebbe's followers 
order a buffet that Is often pareve 
for a larger number of guests and 
hold a meal for only the closest 
relatives. 

It isn't easy to do business in 
Israel, he adds. He regularly has to 
put up with bounced cheques, 
caterers who rent his equipment for 
one night and return it a few nights 
later after using it for several wed- 
dings. And often, his silver-plated 
utensils are stolen. “I guess it's 
because my equipment is nicer 
than what the guests have at 
home." Some of Kupietzky's tea 
services were rented for a 
Be era he ba reception for President 
Anwar Sadat. 

Although he occasionally is paid 
"by people giving me IS8,000 in 
cash,” Kupletzky finds that most of 
his clients aren't the "black 
money” type. But rather, they are' 
Israelis or people from abroad who 
are wealthy or people who spend a 
bit more than usual because they 
want their affair to be "elegant and 
extra special." 

But Israeli spending on affairs 
still hasn't reached the level of 
American Jewry, who have lots to 
spend and want to "keep up with 
the Cohens." While Kupietzky turns 
up his nose at the Idea of the bar 
mitzva boy's head sculpted in 
chopped liver, which I once 
witnessed on Long Island, he was 
forever thinking up imaginative 
new ideas for his clients in the New 
York area. 

Knowing that one fancy wedding 
would end at about 3 or 4 a.m., he 
sent baskets packed with complete 
breakfasts to each guest, delivered 
to doorsteps in each of the fivfc NYC 
boroughs by six meesengera, that 
greeted the guests when they arriv- 
ed home. 

Another client who wanted his af- 
fair to be remembered "for years" 
accepted Kupietzky's idea of sen- 
ding an elegant china cup with the 
invitation and a promise that each 
guest would get a. matching saucer 
at the wedding. At one non-religious 
bar mitzva, the guests were seated 
at tables according to football 
teams and each received a team 
pennant. 

But the ultimate was Kupietzky’s 
idea of presenting each guest at a 
bar mitzva with a good bottle of 
wine printed with the boy's name, 
and picture. Each guest was told 
that if he brought the bottle to the 
boy's wedding, it could be exchang- 
ed for a magnum of champagne. 
Sure enough, eight or nine years 
later, some guests brought their 
wine battles to the wedding.

FIRST and foremost, one should 
not draw on “The Three-Penny- 
Opera” of Bert Brecht Kurt Weill 
for comparison as it was written in 

192 R and took only the basic 
elements from the original, claim- 
ing no historical affinities. 

Britten went back to the 18th cen- 
turv and clad the old tunes In more 
modern garb, but he retained the 
historical veracity. 

The Jerusalem Opera Society 
production also went back to the 
historical roots and undertook to 
recreate the London of crime, vice, 
corruption and poverty, the un- 
glamorous, pitiful, but still lovable, 
underworld hiding from the preten- 
sions of Georgian England. 

Hogarth's piercing and undeceiv- 
ing eyes saw it all and put it down In 
his famous drawings and etchings. 
And Madelyn R. Cosaock took 
special pains to find inspiration In 
Hogarth's disclosures of th^world's 
vices. She succeeded marvellously. 
The Jerusalem Khan lent itself 
beautifully to the creation of the ap- 
propriate atmosphere,, with the 
audience sitting all around the 
stage (in the middle of the hall), its 


proximity providing immediate In- 
volvement. 

The entire cast appeared to have 
ns much fun as the audience, and a 
lot of good singing and lively acting 
ndded to the full enjoyment. Unfor- 
tunately. the musicians also wanted 
to have their fun and often played 
much too loudly to let the audience 
understand the words or even hear 
the voices clearly: the actors had to 
cater to a four-aided audience, so 
that some section of the audience 
was Inevitably behind the per- 
formers. 

The various London dialects were 
delightful. There was, of course, 
some over-acting, but as this was 
intended to be a parody of 
Handelian Opera and Georgian 
society, it was quite acceptable. 

Madelyn Cos sock's Beggar an- 
nouncing the tableau set the tone 
for the evening. The two 
Honourable Gentlemen, Peacbum 
and Lockit. made a hilarious pair, 
while Macheath was as stiff as only 
a tenor can be. Naomi Plnkus, as 
Mrs. Peachum. fitted beautifully 
into the family and her voice was a 
great asset. Zvia Litewski and 
Marianne Prager sang spiritedly 
and acted in line, but Robin Weisel- 
Capsouto gave a performance — as 
.pregnant Lucy — that was out of 
this world. Her temperament and 
sense of humour turned her 


characterisation into a piece of 
slapstick that was hilariously fun- 
ny. 

There were too many group 
scenes, Individual characters and 
situations to list here. Suffice it to 
say, the performance was an effort 
of great colaboration and devotion. 

The Jerusalem Opera Society 
produced a resounding success and 
should be commended for' the 
choice of opera, putting new life 
into the forgotten symbols — - and 
giving everyone a very good time.

AFTER A LONG PAUSE, 
Mordechai Seter has come out with 
a new work. Though listed as hav- 
ing been written In 1971, it has only 
now had its world premiere. 

As always, the composer set 
himself a problem and tried to solve 
it in his typical methodical, intellec- 
tual way. The commentator 
described it like this: “The 
Eapreaslvo consists of & series of 
phrases, sentences or variations, 
based on a chord — or a melodic 
idea .which is rolled out by 'piano- 
pedal' technique — each new note 
being held.'* 


The result was unimpressive. But 
at least It was also unpretentious 
and of commcndably short dura*, 
lion. At the unremarkable end, the 
conductor had to indicate to 
the public to applaud as nobody 
really noticed that the piece had 
fizzled out. 

Ttfl intimate sonorities might 
have had better effect in a smaller 
hall, but In a sparsely occupied 
large hall, the modest string sounds 
were hopelessly lost among the 
empty chairs. . 
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To invite a pianist from abroad to 
perform the D Minor Concerto by 
Bach seems a great luxury as this 
work is played so often locally — 
and by local talents — in a satisfac- 
tory manner. The performance of . 
the sol.o part by Miss Landsman 
was smooth and even, but it did not 
add anything to the appreciation of 
the work or the pianist. 

Leopold Hager came Into his own 
with the Brahms Serenade. Despite 
the full scoring, the work retains 
much chamber music atmosphere 
in its pages, a quality which Is not 
particularly aided by the Blnyenei 
H&'ooma's acoustics.

But the Jerusalem audience has 
•to accept the verdict of the ICO’s 
management that what's, good 
enough for the ICO is good enough 
for the audience — a surrender of 
artistic judgment to economic con- 
siderations, which most of the 
Jerusalem public reacts to by stay- 
ing away from the ICO concerts. 

Perhaps, a more shaded, con- 
trasting performance, a lightening 
of the- heavy texture of Brahms's 
writing — In general, perhaps, a 
more playful presentation — might 
have provided greater enjoyment 
of this rarely performed 
piece. 


THOSE who attended the film per- 
formance at the Jerusalem Theatre 
last Friday afternoon were treated 
to a free rehearsal of “Journey,** by. 
the Bat-Dor Dance Company. And 
It was one of the finest perfor- 
mances the company has ever 
given. 

The male lead In “Journey, 1 * by 
the Israel choreographer Domy 
Reiter Softer, was taken for the 
first time by the Egyptian dancer 
Reda Sheta. His duets with 
Jeannette Ordman, particularly in 
the middle section of the "dream" 
series, were superb. 

The Bat-Dor Company was at 
concert.pitch, the teamwork excep- 
tional for its easy coordination, the 
individual performances outstan- 
ding, not only by the two magnifi- . 
cent dancers already named. 
Whether in the noble “Prophetic ’. 
Visions," which Domy Reiter 
Softer has trimmed and tightened 
since the first performance, or 
Robert Cohan's lyrical "Taalkerk" 
for six lovely maidens, or Rudi van 
Dantzig's strongly kinetic 


BENNO D. FRANK, who died in 
Jerusalem on March 27 at the age of 
74. directed no less than 300 plays, 
operas and musicals In Germany, 
the U.S. and Israel. He was not only 
a passionate lover of the arts but 
also an upright Jew and an ardent 
anti-Nazi fighter. He settled In 
Israel at the end of the 1900s, living 
in Jerusalem and near his son's 
farm in Orot. 

Born in Wiesbaden to Eastern 
European parents of Orthodox 
leanings, Frank fell under the spell 
of religious Zionism at an early age, 
and was particularly influenced by 
the teachings of Martin Buber. He 
wanted to become a farmer in the 
Holy Land, but began his career as 
a theatrical director with a period 
of apprenticeship at the prestigious 
Wiesbaden State Theatre. He was 
connected with the Haraburg- 
Altona Opera House, and gained 
wide recognition as “Germany's 
youngest Ober-Regiaaeur." 

With the “Aryanization" of the 
German theatre under the Nazi 
regime in 1933, he came to 
Palestine with his wife, Kitty, the 
daughter of a famous Hamburg 
printer. In addition to his activities

as head of the drama department of 
the newly founded Jerusalem 
Conservatoire he also tried to 
emp!oy c the many talented actors, 
singers and musicians who had 
arrived from Nazi Germany and 
were forced to work at other trades. 

Frank started with a remarkable 
production of “Rigoletto** in 
Jerusalem, reinforcing the ad hoc 
orchestra with trumpeters lent by 
the British police band. He had 
another great success with the es- 
tablishment of- the Palestine 
Chamber Opera, which played in 
the three main cities but eventually 
closed because it could not support 
itself. Though productions such as 
"Othello'' and Georg Kaiser's 
“Oktobertag” were a -great 
success, economic difficulties also 
hampered Frank’s attempt to add 
another 1 dramatic company, the 
“Theatron Jvri '* (Haifa and Tel 
Aviv) to those already existing in 
the country. 

Some of the actors who first 


appeared on Benno Frank's stage, 
such as Rose Lichtenstein, were 
later successfully absorbed by the 
Hebrew theatre. 

When World War II broke out, 
Frank was in America organising 
the “Balfour Players," a group of 
Jewish actors sponsored by the 
ZOA in connection with the 
Palestine exhibit at the ' 1989 
World's Fair. He spent the early 
war years laying the ground for a 
most productive American 
theatrical coreei*, When the U.S. 
entered the war In 1943, however, it 
was natural for him to enlist as a 
volunteer in the fight against the 
Nazis. Meanwhile, his wife was ac- 
tive in the British war effort in 
Palestine up to 194A. 

As soon as U.S. Army Intelligence 
found out about Frank's Intimate 
knowledge of pre-Nazi Germany, 
they transferred him to the psy- 
chological warfare division where 
he eventually rose to chief editor 
and producer of “Operation An- 


nie,** the only U.S. underground 
radio station on the Western front 
which did much to undermine Nazi 
morale. 

After the war, he returned to Ger- 
many as U.S. representative for 
cultural affairs at the Allied control 
council, Berlin, and as such, was 
responsible for the effective 
elimination of former Nazi activists 
from the new German theatre and 
the readmission of those who had 
successfully tried to resist Nazi 
propaganda methods. 

Thus he facilitated the return of 
Gustav Gruendgens, and Boleslaw 
Barlog, who was to become 
director-general of the distinguish- 
ed “Berlin Schillertheater." 


IN THE NEXT decisive epoch of 
his life, Benno Frank went to 
Cleveland, where he formed the 
“black man plus white man theatre 
Karamu,” on an interracial basis,' 
which was completely 
revolutionary at that time. 


(“Karazhu" is a Swahili word 
meaning, “a place of .joyful 
gathering.") Frank Implemented 
ideas of art and therapy- in this 
theatre. • " ’’ 

Frank's artistic intuition, his love 
of his fellow man and his ability to 
make contact with everybody, 
helped to make “Karamu"' an ex- 
traordinary success. Its fame 
spread quickly, it played all over 
the U.S.. and the State Department 
also promoted its- tour of Germany, 
France and Britain. 1 Subsequently, 
Frank was invited by numerous 
American managements to. 
produce Shakespearean and' 
modern plays, operas and 
musicals. He also earned excellent 
reviews by some of the foremost 
U.S. drama critics. 

Benno Frank's last dozen years 
were spent In • semi-retirement in 
Israel : after a full life of strain, ten- 
sions and excitement he suffered 
from a heart condition. He devoted 
much of his time during the end of 
his life to the philanthropic ac- 
tivities of the'Bnei Brith, of which 
he was a member, and ~to groups 
fostering closer Jewish- Arab un- 
derstanding.

Fresh funds support rising market

PAY-AND-FLY service between 
Ben-Gurion Airport and Eilat will 
be one of the innovations of the new- 
ly reorganized Arkia 80. the com- 
pany’s new director. Arik Achrnon, 
said yesterday. 

Speaking to the Jerusalem Skal 
Club at the Moriah Hotel. Achrnon 
promised that the inland airline 
would inaugurate a new flexible 
schedule. He admitted that recently 
the company had suffered in- 
creased difficulties as a result of 
reductions in staff and the number 
of planes, but he promised that this 
would be rectified In the near 
future. 

Achrnon. who was making his 
first public appearance as head of 
the reorganized company, until now 
headed Kanaf Arkia. the company 
which took over Arkia. 

On May 15, he said, the company 
would publish its new schedule, 
with eight or nine flights dally 
between Ben-Gurion and Eilat, and 
up to 12 flights an Friday. To 
facilitate this the company will use 
three types of planes: Viscounts 
with 80 seats, Metros seating 20, 
and Islanders and Piper Chieftains, 
each with room for nine 
passengers. 

The more flexible schedule will 
also be implemented for such 
destinations as Jerusalem and 
Haifa, he said.

As for the recent increases In 
ticket prices, he said that the 
tickets had gone up by some 60 per 
cent, while costs had risen by 120 
per cent.

He promised that there would be 
greater standardization in the area 
of fares, in ivhich, until recently, 
there had been 40 different types of 
reductions. 

However, one new discount which 
will be instituted is that for those 
who buy their ticket at the airport, 
before boarding the plane. Achrnon 
said that these passengers could be 
assured of a flight within half an 
hour in mast cases. On the other 
hand, he said, those who bought 
tickets with reservations and paid 
the full fare would be given special 
treatment. 

He also admitted that the com- 
pany has dropped its standby fare, 
by which young people could travel 
for half price. 

Achrnon faced a certain amount 
of resentment on the part of travel 
agents, who claimed that the new 
pay-and-fly service would, deprive 
them of their commissions.

MINORITY GOVERNMENT is a fairly normal aspect of 
representative government. A modern administration cannot 
be run on the basis of public opinion polls, and a bout of un- 
popularity need not threaten its existence — so long as it has an 
assured tenure under the constitution, or enjoys the confidence 
of the legislature. 

Where minority government differs from the benevolent 
brand of totalitarianism, is primarily in democracy's built-in 
guarantees against the perpetuation of an unpopular regime. 
Sooner or later, there will be new elections, and the people will 
have another opportunity to “throw the rascals out." 

This Is how It is in Israel, Premier Begin has been reminding 
the nation on several occasions lately. He has not, needless to 
say, taken much notice of the polls, which have been showing 
the Likud Increasingly falling behind Labour — and now Mr. 
Begin himself trailing Mr. Peres and even (and more sol Mr. 
Rabin. 

A politician in power will rarely put much store by an un- 
complimentary opinion poll. But even if the polls spoke true it 
could be argued, as it is being argued in fact, that the only poll 
that really matters in a democracy is the national election. 

This truism is beyond debate. But a number of democratic 
polities have seen to it that a minority government should not be 
able to keep the reign of power unchecked, or too long. 

Parties, and party politicians, that have tasted power, es- 
pecially after a long spell in the wilderness, should not be ex- 
pected to knowingly rush back Into ft. What they will do, if they 
behave normally, is to rationalize their attachment to their 
seats by professing selfless devotiomto the nation’s welfare. 

They must hang on, because the ejection of their adversaries 
will spell disaster, which they cannot allow. 

There is, however, one small party in Mr. Be gin’s cabinet that 
won a notable victory in 1977 on a platform of principled opposi- 
tion to expediency, no matter what. That party is the 
Democratic Movement, under the leadership of Deputy 
Premier Yadin. 

It is in the hands of the De mocrats that the fate of the coalition 
now rests, and on Sunday they decided, by a huge majority, to 
stay put. 

Prof. Yadin did not originally set out to fight the Alignment so 
much as to rescue the country — and to that end he was willing 
to join hands with the Likud. After nearly three years in the 
Likud-dominated cabinet, the best he can claim credit for is 
some good intentions and some utterly Ineffective opposition to 
misguided -policies. 

In the public's mind, he is saddled with full responsibility for 
the faults of the most wretched administration in the country's 
history. If elections were held tomorrow, his party, or move- 
ment, would be wiped out. 

But he was willing to let his party expire In a new electoral 
system, which he thought absolutely vital. So why not do it for 
the sake of a new government? 

Because, said Justice Minister Tamir, the return of the Align- 
ment now, with possibly an absolute majority, would not be in 
Israel's best Interest. Mr. Tamir said it with a straight face. 

Not the weather’s fault 

THE PRICES of most vegetables, which together account for 
one eighth of the value of the Israeli foodbasket, have 
, skyrocketed this month. According to the forecast of the 
; Vegetable Marketing Board, they are likely to remain at their 
present high level at least until the end of May. 

The government and the board blame the weather. In his TV 
confrontation with Histadrut Secretary General Me she 1 on Fri- 
day night. Finance Minister Hurvitz tried to comfort the public 
with the thought that if we now have shortages, we are likely to 
see surpluses of vegetables in the next season. 

That is precisely what a rational farm policy should avoid. 
The heavy rains of three months ago were evidently only a 
minor cause of the present shortages. The root of the trouble lies 
in the fact that our agricultural planning, long Israel's pride, 
has broken down. 

As a result, we may indeed now have surpluses one season, 
and scarcities the next. The mechanism for preventing these 
irrational swings from wasteful plenty to painful dearth, known 
to economists as the "cobweb phenomenon," is the 
maintenance of a system of guaranteed minimum prices. 

Minimum prices cannot protect the farmer and the consumer 
against the vagaries of the weather, but they can mitigate its 
impact on prices. 

However, minimum prices require subsidies, and Mr. Hurvitz 
is sworn to do away with those. What he does not, perhaps, 
realize is that subsidies, like taxes, are an economic planning 
tool. Without this tool there can be neither a stable supply of 
products nor a steady income for the producer in agriculture, 
where products are perishable, and the time-lag between sow- 
ing and reaping is long. 

But the breakdown of our farm planning process cannot be 
laid at Mr. Hurvitz’s door. It occurred before he took office. 
However, the total rejection of all subsidies, which he staunchly 
supports, has much to do with what is now happening in 
agriculture. 

Even from the narrow fiscal viewpoint it is possible that the 
Treasury will ultimately pay more, through higher wages, 
higher linkage payments, and higher prices all round, than it 
would have had to pay in subsidies that could hold farm prices 
down. 
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A brief review of the career of the former U.S. secretary of 
state, who is described as a man who counselled calm in 
times of crisis.

AT A TIME when he needs all the 
help he can get. President Jimmy 
Carter has lost one of the most 
respected world statesmen of the 
past two decades with the resigna- 
tion of Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. 

Vance's appointment in January 
1977 was made In deliberate con- 
trast to the dynamic jet-setting 
style of his predecessor. Dr. Henry 
Kissinger. 

-fr And despite the latest setbacks in 
U.S. foreign policy over Iran and 
Afghanistan, his 39 months as 
secretary of state have not been 
short of achievement. 

Self-effacing to the point of 
shyness, the tall, handsome former 
Wall Street lawyer has always 
counselled calm in times of crisis. 
On major world issues he calls for 
•‘slogging it out" with patience. 

That Is why. according to a senior 
U.S. official, the 63-year*old Vance 
felt compelled to resign when Presi- 
dent Carter ordered Marines to 
enter Iran In their abortive attempt 
to rescue the American hostages 
from the U.S. embassy in Teheran. 

In recent weeks, Vance has kept 
himself out of public view and was 
reported to have had some sharp 
differences with Carter over the ad- 
ministration's handling of the crisis 
with Iran. 

He was also reported to have 
been upset over the role played by 
National Security Adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski in formulating foreign 
policy. 

Relations with the ambitious 
Brzezinski have been strained for 
some time. Brzezinski has made no 
secret of the fact that he would like 
Vance's job and has been widely 
viewed in the State Department as 
trying to upstage the secretary of 
state by wrongly claiming credit, 
through press leaks, for policies 


WE ARE a nation of politically 
frustrated people. There is hardly a 
citizen of Israel who has not suf- 
fered frustration since the Labour 
Party was unseated in 1977 and its 
place taken by a Likud coalition. 

Among the frustrated are people 
who voted for the party now in 
power, the super-nationalists who 
have followed their leader for 
decades.

THIS EXHIBITION of naked ambi- 
tion was not Vance’s style; he took 
umbrage at the quick-talking and 
ebullient Brzezinski as he grew 
closer to the president. 

It was Israeli Premier Menahem 
Begin who singled out Vance for his 


role in achieving the Israeli- 
Egyptian peace treaty in March 
last year. Said Begin: "I would like 
to pay tribute to a man who is the 
main adviser of the president of this 
great country, a gentleman who did 
so much, day and night, with his In- 
ventive mind, with his great lear- 
ning and knowledge — Cyrus 
Vance." 

VANCE, the fifth generation of a 
family of Welsh descent from 
Clarksburg, Virginia, first came to 
prominence as chief diplomatic 
troubleshooter for President Lyn- 
don Johnson in 1964. although he 
had earlier served as President 
John Kennedy's secretary of the ar- 
my. 

But it was with Vietnam that 
Vance Is most closely associated In 
American minds. 

He became deeply disenchanted 
with U.S. involvement in the South- 
east Aslan war and was sent to 
South Vietnam In 1967. 

He resigned from the government 
through exhaustion In June '1967, 
but was sent to Paris in May 1908 to 
work with chief U.S. negotiator 
Averell Harriman to set up the Viet- 
nam peace talks. 

Months of behind-the-scenes 
meetings produced only the shape 
of the negotiating table. But by tbe 
time he left the talks in early 1969 to 
go back to his law practice, the 
belligerents were seated at the con- 
ference table. 

Vance took time out from his in- 
volvement with the Vietnam peace 
effort to try to solve domestic 
problems as well. In 1967, President 
Johnson sent him to Detroit to in- 
vestigate race riots there. 

IN VANCE S own view, the SALT-H 
treaty limiting U.S. and Soviet 
strategic nuclear arms — since 
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shelved with the deterioration of 
U.S. -Soviet relations — was the 
Carter Administration's most im- 
portant achievement. 

Although be takes satisfaction in 
the progress of the Middle East 
negotiations, he has told associates 
the talks have not yet begun to 
move towards a lasting, com- 
prehensive settlement. 

'And he regards the establishment 
of normal ties with China and the 
completion and ratification of the 
treaties handing over the Panama 
Canal to Panama as positive ac- 
complishments. 

All illustrated the gains that are 
there for the effort through day-to- 
day diplomacy, a pattern that It 
was hoped would become the 
hallmark of U.S. foreign policy in 
the post-Vietnam War era. 

U.S. POLICY was close to paralysis 
when Carter took office.
